Bradstreet Reports That Some Are
Active, While Others Are Dull.

IRON AND STEEL 0N THE DECLINE.

Dun Finds the Weather Has Improved
Trade in Some Lines,

BUSINESS FAILURES FOR THE WEEK

IEPECTAL TELEGEAM TO THE DIEFATCH.}

New Yoex, March 7.—Special telegrams
to Bradstreet's report no general improve-
ment in the distribution of merchandise.
Cold weather and snow have stimulsted
seles of some winter goods, but checked the
movement in spring staples. Standard cot-
ton goods have been fairly active, and boots
and shoes and hardware have been in good
request.  Other lines are dull. Ingrain
carpel makers complain of overproduction
and will restrict the output. Anthracite
coal stocks between mines and tidewster are
very large.

There isa heavy Southern demsnd for
bacon, and eattle and hogs are both in better
demand at the West, the former being 15@20
cents higher, Lower prices for grain at in-
terior and farmers’ indebtednessare reported
responsible for slow collections. There is a
better interior demand in Louvisiapa. Coffes
bus advanced 3 ol a&cent per pound and
eugar 1-i6(@! £ cent.

TRADING IN STOCKS

Professional trading characlerizes the
Wall street siock market, and aside from
Eeading, which bas been freely sold st a de-
eline of 2 points, it has ruled moderately
firm. This is surprising, inasmuch as the
bears huve the machinery of the street and
ueed Reading to depress the list. The
Grangers are firm, despite mte-entting, and
other favorable leatures are s reduction in
the Bank of England disconnt rate to 4%
per cent, and o resumption of 4 per cent
bond purchases by Secrctary Windom. This
has oved apprehensions of tight money,
thstanding low bank reserves, and
are distineily easier with call loan
rales ns low 4= 4 per eeot.

Next to Reading, sugar eertificates are
most getive, showing & et sdvance. Ten-
nessee Coal and Iron and Chicago Gas are
both Jower, but Pullmas, Wheeling pre-
ferred and Ohio Central are all 2 to 3 points
bigher. Railway boods are more active,
Beadiog taking the lead with lower prices.

WHAT THE BANK CLEARTNGS SHOW,

The total baek clearing at 48 cities in
February sggeegated $4,300,045 351, an in-
erease over Febroary last year of 5.4 per
cent. Forthe two months this year the
toial is §U.518750182, a gain over two
monthso! "8Y of 7.9 per cent. Compared
with January this year the February total
shows & decline of 15 per cent et sl and
while Junuary’'s gain over a year agois 7.7
per cent €t al,, February's gain over Feb-
ruary, "84, is ouly 5.4 per cent.

Exports of wbeat (and flour as wheat)
both eonsts this week wired to Bradstreet's
are among the hesviest week's shipments
this vear, aggregating 2264869 bushels,
against 2,327 012 bushels last week and
905,510 bushels in the first week of March,
188, The total exported from Julylte
date is 72,415,208 bushels, as compared with
63,660,606 bushels in a like share of 1838-89,

The report to Brodstreet’s of available
stocks of wheateastof the Rocky Mountuins,
Uunited States and Canada, March 1, shows
a total of 44.362,000 bushels, a decrease of
8,864,000 since January 1 and 321,000 bush-
els less than was reported March 1, 1889,
The decresse in available stocks during
Janunary and Febroary last year was 8,056,-
000 bushels, and in the like portion o! 1888
iy 4,055,000 bushels. The total of wheat
siocks March 1, added to Beerbohm's aggre-
gaute of whest in Europe and afloat therefor
on that date, is 95,841,000 bushels against
100,724,000 bushels & year ago.

IROXN AND STEEL WEAKER,

Iron and stee! markets are wesker than
for some time past. This refers to pig and
bhar iron, billets, blooms and slsbs. Prices
for merchant steel and hardware generally
are firm. Bessemer pig is weak and £3
below highest prices touched within a year.
Copper is weak but fairly steady. There is
# widespread impression among consumers
thet iron and sieel will continue to decline,

Drygoode with jobbers are fairly active
at Boston and New York. Weather condi-
tions huve not been altopether favorable.
Southern buvers are most numerons, and the
Western retail demand is not as active as
anticipated. Prices are irregular. Print
cloths are 1-16¢ off on larger stocks. Colored
coitons rule in buvers' fuvor, and jobbers
have moved afl-stvles of prints at price con-
cessions, Buw wool is dull with prices in
buvers' favor on a hand-to-mouth mwmanu-
faciuring demnand. Raw cotton is 1-18e
higher on u good demand and light erop
movement.

DUN'S REVIEW OF TRADE.

E. G. Dan & Co's weekly review of
trade says the state of trade has not materi-
aily altered during the past week, thongh
the change of weather bas produced much
temporary improvement in some lines, and
in others trade is ratherless satisfactory than
& week ago.

The monetary situation is mach more =at-
isfuctory, notwithstanding the fact that the
ewsh netually beld by the Tressury is §3-
00,000 more than last week, for rateson call
hiere have declined from 5 to 33¢ per ceut,
and foreizn exchange hss risen from $4 851,
to $4.801,. The interior money markets are
renerally steady, but on the whole rather
more easy, Al Boston this still exists, and
commercinl paper commands about 6 per
cent. At Philadelphin the situation is sub-
stantizlly the same, but there appears to be
more siringency. Money is unchanged at
Chieago, fnirly active at 610 7 at St. Lonis
and Pittsburg, rather sbundant, though the
dematd is large, ot Cleveland, easy at St
Puunl and Omaha, in pood demand at Detroit
at 7, and steady st that rate at Milwaukee,
the demand at Kausas City being only mod-
erate, i

DECEEASE IN CIRCULATION,

The decrease in actual circulation outside
the treasory in the month ot February was
€10,276,963, and this, with the further ab-
sorplion this month by the treasury, indi.

The aspeet of foreign trade does not
change, as exports at New York still ex-
oeed those of last vear a little, while the
imports have not of Iate shown an inerease,
The volume of domestic trade appears well
sustsined, with general enconragement
noted at Boston and St. Pgul, a satisfaotory
distribution in all seasonable lines at St
Louis, a good jobbing trade at Omaha, and
building operations more than double thoge
of last wear, though storms check retsil
trade; guiet at Milwavkee and Kansas City
and at Chieage improvement over last yearin
grain and meats, with dry goods trade about
equal to last year's and clothing trade ounly
fair in volume.

IMPEOVEMENT IN CLOTHING,

The general courseof prices lor commodities
has been upward, and the average advance
for the week has been mnearly half of 1 per
cent, but the range is so low that a further
movement in the same direction before the
coming of ng wonld not be surprising.

Thegsbe;p;iugke: has not changed during
the past week in any material respect, the
average of prices being substantially the

possible exports of gold, the rapid

BISHUP BOWMAN DEPOSED,

He Is Found Guilty on Severnl Charges of
Unchristian Conduct.

CH1CAGO, March 7.—The econference st
the Emanuel Evangelical Chureh, which
began Wednesday morning to take action
on the charges against Bishop Bowman, con-
cluded its work to-day sod rendered the fol-
lowing verdict: *‘Charges sustained. Bow-
man found guilty and deposed from his
offiee as Bishop and the ministry until the
pext general conference.”

The charge of “uochristian conduct" con-
sisted of numerous alleged slanderous asser-
tions against his fellow ministers, in one
purticular instance Bishop Bowman being
said to have characterized the Rev. H. B.
Hartzler, President of Moody's College, at
Northfield, Mass., as “‘a vile and godless
man.” Another charge was that he stigma-
tized the action of s certain conference as
‘*a scheme conceived in hades and brought
forth in iniguity.” There were also numer-
ous charges of falsehood against the Bishop,

MAILS BEHIND TIME,

Effect of the Recent Saowstorms Upon the
Postnl Service.

New Yorx, March 7.—The postal an-
thorities of this city have been seriously in-
convenienced by the delays in the mails
caused by the recent heavy snowstorm. The
districts affected are Southern New York,
Northern Pennsylvania and Southesstern
Ohio.

The Erie trains, which are carrying the
mails, are already nine hours behind
time. There is also a postal car stiached to
train 12 of the Lake Shore road which was
wrecked last night mnear Hambure.
The train was due in New York at 9:42
A. m., but up to noenits arrival had oot
been announced at the postoffice.

FATAL EXPLOSION OF BAWDUST.

Three Boys Killed, Ooe Man Terribly Injured
and the Building Wrecked.

EvANsSVILLE, IND., March 7.—An ex-
plosion occurred to-day at moon in the
shaving or dust room of the Armstrong
Furniture Factory which utterly wrecked
it, and then fire completed the wreck. Three
boys, Fred Suchs, Willie Cheatham and
George Orawford, werein the dust room eat-
ing their dinner and were burned to death,
Their bodies were recovered later, but were
burned beyond ition., Charles Shelby,
the cngineer, was Elown 20 feet, and bad
both les broken and bis head badly crushed.

The explosion was caused by the flame of
& lantern coming in contact with the powder-
like dust. The loss to the firm is sbout
$1,000, covered by insurance.

TOFIGHT THE SODA WATER SYNDICATE,
Green & Co. Increase the Capital to $1.-
000,000 to Enlnrge Their Capacity.

PrizADELPHIA, March 7.—The stock-
holders of the Robert M. Green Company,
manufacturers of soda water apparatus, de-
cided to-day to increase the capital stock to
£1,000,000 for the purpose of enlarging the
works in this city and erecting in Chicago a
factory for the manufacture of soda water
apparatus and bottlers' supplies,

Mr, Robert M. Green said this afternoon
that this action was taken because of the re-
ported sale of the four other great manufae-
tories to an English syndicate.
